Tomorrow is Easter Sunday and we are reminded of 
Irv ing 
Berlin's 
famous 
song. 
Easter 
Parade. 
The 
ly rics paint a v iv id picture of the lighter side of this 
great day and the melody com es back to our mind in 
the words—"In y our Easter bonnet, with all the frills 
upon it. y ou'll be the grandest lady in the Easter Parade.’* 
The musical genius of Mr. Berlin and the appalling in­ 
v entiv eness of the fem ale mind hav e combined to make 
the Easter bonnet a kind of contemporary sy mbol .of 
the observ ance of Easter. 
Tens of millions of Christians attending church on 
Easter Sunday morning m ay hav e a new bonnet and 
many millions more around the world will not. but the 
meaning of the day will be the sam e for all. 
Following 
the crucifix ion, Christ rose in both body and spirit and 
Christianity was born. 
For those of us who liv e in the northern hemisphere, 
it seem s fitting that this tim e should come in the spring 
of the y ear—a time for new bonnets and for rebirth and 
growth after the rigors of a sev ere winter. 
And for 
Christianity ev ery where, it is a time of rededication 
and renewed faith in the way of the Lord as a guide to 
a better life and a peaceful world. 


Building Freeze Lifted 


A lot of people who hav e been wanting to buy or build 
homes may be able to get one, now’ that President Nix on 
has asked Congress to set up a Federal Home Loan 
Banking sy stem to free $250 million for ex panding home 
m ortgage loans. True, this is not so much money that 
it will of itself mean a big boom in ailing housing starts. 
But the entry of federal home loan banks into the field 
should create an atm osphere which would spawn sev eral 
tim es that amount of money for priv ate housing. In fact, 
the President appealed to bankers to follow suit by eas­ 
ing interest rates on home loans. 
For most of his tim e in the White House, the Presi­ 
dent has made the fight against inflation his No. 1 domes­ 
tic priority . He had stuck to econom ic policies designed 
to reduce the pressure on prices by holding the econom y 
back. This mov e to spur construction is the first proof 
of the belief the President now holds that the problem 
of inflation has been defeated. 
In fact, the President 
dropped a strong hint that the independent Federal Re­ 
serv e Sy stem should loosen money supplies and cut the 
highest m ortgage interest rates in history . 
At the sam e tim e, the President lifted his anti- 
inflationary freeze on $1.5 billion in federal-state funds 
for schools, hospitals, roads and other public projects— 
all ex cept federal construction itself—and requested ap­ 
prov al to increase federal aid for new housing by $50 
million. 
These acts should trigger a total of as much 
as $6 billion in public and priv ate funds. It will be a real 
shot in the arm for the ailing construction industry . 


A national env ironmental teach in April 22 will hav e 
a basic source book called “ The Env ironmental Hand­ 
book.” A paperback, it is priced at 9 5 cents. It is a good 
thing to enlist people of all ages in cleansing the earth, 
air and water before human pollution m akes them un­ 
inhabitable.

D. C., to refu rbish his p riv ate 
office and dining room. 
The tax p ay ers are shelling 
ou t $28,000 to decorate the 
Interior Secretary ’s own of 
flee interior to su it his rich 
tastes. 
Of this. $10,000 is go 
ing to Arthu r Morgan, a Se­ 
attle decorator, whose work 
has p leased Hickel in the p ast. 
Under the federal contract­ 
ing laws, no ex p enditu re ov er 
$2,500 is su p p osed to be made 
withou t 
fu ll 
p u blic 
notice. 
Hickel got arou nd this by ju g 
gling the records, which were 
carefu lly su p p ressed to con 
ceal the v iolation. 
This colu mn, howev er, has 
u ncov ered 
the 
incriminating 
v ou chers. 
One damning doc 
u ment shows that Hickel’s fi­ 
nance officer. Dale Rothrock. 
u rged Management Op erations 
Director George Gau zza to is­ 
su e a du biou s p u rchase order 
to satisfy Hickel.

of either the limitation or p u r­ 
chases or contracts withou t 
adv ertising, or the restrictions 
on strictly p ersonal serv ices 
withou t comp ly ing with De­ 
p artm ent regu lations,” wrote 
Rothrock.

Gau zza. a 25 y ear career of­ 
ficial 
skilled at ingratiating

He 
immediately ordered an aide 
to “ handle” the q u estionable 
p u rchase order. 
Hickel’s Sau na 
Hickel

has a weakness, for ex amp le, 
for sau nas. 
As gov ernor of 


Alaska, he installed one in 
his home, another at the gov ^ 
ernor’s mansion. 
One of his first mov es in 
Washington was to order a 
sau na for the Interior Dep art­ 
ment. 
The tax p ay ers bu ilt it 
for him in a basement gy m­ 
nasiu m ju st a few step s from 
his p riv ate elev ator, which is 
kep t locked like one of those 
ex clu siv e 
sp eakeasies

grant admission only to key - 
holders. 
Similarly , 
only

few fav ored aides, u p on whom 
Hickel has conferred a key , 
can ride in the Secretary 's 
elev ator. 
All Interior Dep artment em ­

down. The real scru bbing, of 
cou rse, was administered to 
the tax p ay ers who were stu ck 
with the $3,500 bill for the 
fancy sweatroom.

Arthu r Morgan, who had done 
the decorating job in Alaska, 
to rearrange his office acre­ 
age in Washington. 
Regulations Flaunted 
Federal regu lations req u ire 
that su ch work go throu gh the 
General Serv ices Administra­ 
tion. which has talented in­ 
terior decorators already on 
the gov ernment p ay roll. How­ 
ev er. Hickel not only brou ght 
in an ou tside decorator at 
ex tra cost to the tax p ay ers 
bu t p aid him abov e the $2,500 
max imu m that is au thorized 
for non comp etitiv e contracts. 
Morgan already has billed 
the tax p ay ers ap p rox imately 
$8,000 for his designs, long­ 
distance p hone calls, cross­ 
cou ntry flights and other ex ­ 
p enses.

A docu ment in Interior files 
shows one single p ay -ou t of

Gau zza’s aides, cancelled this 
order and broke it into

The largest was for

ad­ 
mitted to my associate. Les 
Whitten, that he had neither 
sou ght bids nor negotiated the 
refu rbishing contract with fu ll 
p u blic notice, as req u ired by 
law.

T here hav e been news re­

Adm inistration men engaged 
in these debates say the anti- 
w ithdraw al men hav e three 
m ajor argu m ents: 
W ithdrawals wou ld hav e u n­ 
fortu nate effects on a nu mber 
of ou r close allies.

weaken the West Germ an gov ­ 
ernm ent of Willy Brandt. 
W ithdrawals,

W ithdrawing troop s u nilater­ 
ally wou ld p u t u s in a weaker 
trad ing p osition in East-West 
Eu rop e arm s redu ction talks. 
The men who fav or with­ 
draw als hav e their own argu ­ 
m ents: 
Eu rop e has the fu nds to p ay 
for 
its 
own 
defense.

It’s called inflatio n, 
so if y o u kno w o f a jukebo x that still co sts a dime, sho o t it 
and have it stuffed and mo unted to sho w y o ur grandchil­ 
dren. It will soon join the 
nickel cup o f co ffee, quarter pack 
of weeds, and ten-cent hamburger in ex tinctio n. 
The new breed o f jukebo x es giv es y o u (o r sells y o u) two 
selections for a 
quarter, can play lo ng-play albums, flashes 
lik e a light-show, 
and o ccasio nally accepts do llar bills, sho ws 
movies, and play s in true stereo . It o ffers well o v er a hun­ 
dred selections and rivals a 
mo v ie marquee fo r ey e-bo ggling 
lights. The juk ebox is abo ut a hundred y ears o ld, o nd it’s 
come a long way . (So 
has inflatio n! The first co in o perated 
music-mak ers cost one 
cent!) 
In the 1870’l, while Thomas 
Ediso n was tinkering with 


his talking machine, there was a dev ice called a Regina 
Music Bo x which allo wed o ne to pick which o f six cy linders 
wo uld he play ed. In 18 9 0, the two ideas merged in Rube 
Goldberg’s 
co ntraptio n o v er fiv e feet high, featuring a 
battery and a single cy linder-sty le reco rd to be play ed fo r 
a nick el. To giv e patro ns a cho ice, sev eral machines were 
placed side-by -side. Abo ut this same time ho wev er, ano ther 
auto matic music dev ice, the play er piano was mo re po pular. 
Fo r o ne thing, it was o nly fo ur feet high, and the punched 
paper ro lls allowed much mo re v ariety . 
Many o f the earlv jukebo x es were strange-lo o king in­ 
deed! Befo re disc reco rds were av ailable fo r the ho me/o ne 
co in-o perated machine had a single 2 7-inch disc co ntaining 
o ne so ng. In 19 05 a cy linder pho no graph was intro duced 
which play ed 2 5 reco rdings, but it was mo re o f an o ddity 
than a rnusic-peddler. I 'ntil the dev elo pment o f the radio in 
19 2 0, music was so mething o ne made, no t listened to . Sheet 


music and piano s, no t albums and stereo , were the music 
makers fo und in mo st ho mes. 
Cy linders changed to disc reco rds (big, 78 rpm, and 
fragile) making it po ssible to reduce the size o f the jukebo x 
slightly . Early jukebo x es fo r disc bad no mechanism to 
change reco rds so selectio n was o n a separate turntable! 
In the early 19 3 0’s the auto matic changer changecfcthat and 
the reco rds. With the repeal o f pro hibitio n and the depres­ 
sio n, jukebo x es suddenly ceased being penny -arcade o ddities 
and started being entertainment features in tav erns, drug­ 
sto res, and trucksto ps all o v er the natio n. First disc juke­ 
bo x es o nly o ffered 10 selectio ns, but by the late 19 3 0’s, 
twenty selectio ns were mo re co mmo n. And the first machines 
appeared that to o k a dime instead o f a nickel. Lighted 
cabinets, pushbutto n selectio n and impro v ed appearance 
led to machines no t to different fro m tho se we see to day . 
World War II loomed. 
Jukebo x es, it seems, thrive o n^ 
disaster. On January 1, 19 4 0, a ban was placed on the sale 


and manufacture o f reco rds fo r ho me use. Radio and films 
had bro ught great po pularity o f singers, bands, and musical 
gro ups, and jukebo x es beco me the o nly so urce o f po p music. 
New pro fits led to new adv ances, including the first 100- 
selectio n bo x . The new 78 rpm reco rds were a lo t less bulky 
than their fo rerunners, which helped. 
And then, in the early 19 5 0’s the little reco rd with the 
big ho le ro lled alo ng. Fo r half-a-decadc, amazingly , it was 
slo w to gain acceptance in jukebo x es. So me jukebo x es play ed 
bo th speeds. Ev entually , o f co urse, the small, lightweight, 
v irtualy unbreakable “ 4 5 ” wo n the “ battle o f the speeds.” 
As the reco rds grew' smaller the price grew bigger, and 
three-fo r-quarter, dime play became standard. 
Became. That’s past tense. Because in ano ther decade, 
teenagers will pro bably no t recall when a tune was a dime. 
The jukebo x es will be play ing singles fo r a quarter, fiv e 
play s fo r a buck, sho wing mo v ies and dispensing the new

THE REGENTS CLASS of 1309-11 at the soon-to-be-erased West Shokaa 
school was made up of kuicker-dad boys and unbelievably slim-w alsted 
girls in dresses that could almost pass for maxis today. The school thai 
replaced this one eventually became the first Olive Free Library. 
So Much More Than a Roof and Walls 


It will not sprawl across an entire city 
hlock as docs its counterpart in New 
York City. But it will be a far cry from 
the first log cabin built in 1740 near 
Olive City- long since erased by the 
Ashokan Reservoir—by Joseph Middagh, 
a Dutchman and the first settler in what 
was to eventually become the Town of 
Olive in 1823. 
And when it is opened, the new build­ 
ing will represent the same kind of pub­ 
lic spirited community effort that has 
been evident in that part of the Catskill 
Mountains covered by Olive since Mid­ 
dagh and those who followed him ar­ 
rived. 
It was a pioneering spirit that carved 
towns and yet more towns out of a 
wilderness that had known only the moc- 
casined footsteps of Delaware Indian 
tribes. With little more than axes and 
yoked oxen, town after town was built: 
and, over the years, schoolhouses. cart­ 
ing mills, wood, grist and excelsior 
plants 
were 
added. 
Later, 
teeming 
quarries provided employment and rail­ 
roads brought summer vacationers by 
the thousands, leading to a booming 
boarding house business. 
The Dispossed 
But. eventually, what had been settled 
and built with such pride fell prey to 
what many men fear most . . . complete, 
total and obliterating dispossession. 
It seemed the only logical, sensible 
course of action. New York City needed 
water desperately and it could be pro­ 
vided by building a reservoir in the 
Catskills. But to save Manhattan, the 
Bronx and Staten Island from drought 
would mean the dislocation of the many 
hundreds who lived in the proposed 
reservoir's path 
The building of the 
great Ashokan Reservoir in which would 
he stored 130 billion gallons of water to 
be conveyed to New York through a 100- 
miles long aqueduct meant the eviction 
of village after village. 
And evicted they were—one by one. 
West Hurley, Olive Branch, Brown’s 
Station, 
Brosdhead's 
Bridge, 
Shokan 
and Boicevillc. Stories persist to this 
day that many died of broken hearts 


before the placid waters covered 13 
square miles of farmlands and villages. 
But move they did . . . and those 
whose hearts were made of steiner stuff 
began to rebuild their devasted villages 
in new locations. Those who had called 
West Shokan home had taken particular 
pride in their village, first settled by 
John Crispell in 1747. They were de­ 
termined there would be a new West 
Shokan to replace the one whose beauti­ 
ful main street had been lined with 
stately shade trees and two-and three 
story brick and frame buildings. And be­ 
cause they had been partcularly proud 
of the excellent school that was now 
buried somewhere beneath the reservoir, 
they built a new one that was more 
than a roof and walls. It was important 
to them that it should insulate the con­ 
tentment 
of 
their 
children's 
hearts 
against the world that had forced their 
eviction. 
A Tolling Bell 
The school served the community well 
until progress spelled centralization with 
Onteora Schools and the bell tolled its 
last. But the spirit that had overcome 
wilderness and man-made waters was 
already focusing on another building 
that would add much to the cultural life 
of Olive residents. Olive wanted a li­ 
brary and the old West Shokan school- 
house. representing the spirit of the past, 
stood ready to make another vital con­ 
tribution 
Onteora deeded the building over to 
the Town of Olive Free Library for $1 
in the late fall of 1952, and a magazine 
of work by a group of public-spirited 
citizens went into converting desks and 
blackboards into book lined shelves. 
Lengthy hours of special “work par­ 
ties” were required before the library 
opened its doors to the reading public in 
July of 1953. The intervening years have 
proved that without reading there can be 
no hooks . . . and without books there 
can be no library. 
Today, the l’ttle library that began 
with a treasury fund of $9 (one dollar per 
member), that was open for three hours 
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on Saturday afternoons only, and that 
saw trustees giving their time to serve 
as the first librarians, needs more room. 
Doesn't Take a Carnegie 
And because of that staunch Catskills 
spirit handed down from the Dutch who 
called their town Schokkan, Olive resi­ 
dents arc proving that you don’t have to 
be an Andrew Carnegie to endow a li­ 
brary. Faced with a library that’s burst­ 
ing its seams in a building over 50 years 
old. they started a Building Fund to raise 
$80,000 to augment a fund of (120.009 
that could not do the job because of 
mounting construction costs due to in­ 
flation. Through community pride and 
an every resident canvass, there will 
soon be a new Town of Olive Free Li­ 
brary. Designed by architect Albert Mil- 
liken, it will provide 5,000 square feet to 
house a book volume that has grown 
from 100 to many thousands. 
When the new library is a reality, 
many can still share in its operation by 
becoming contributors, earning life mem­ 
berships, making memorial contributions 
and commemorative contributions. And 
many should certainly want to since to­ 
tal circulation last year hit almost 29.- 
000 and since the new building will not 
only provide a rich source of books and 
reading space, but will also house a com­ 
munity room to be shared by any and 
all community organizations. 
It has been a long time since Ashokan. 
the legendary Indian chief, 
and his 
people pitched their tepees across the 
Olive landscape And a long time since 
men like Joris Middagh and John Cris- 
pell built their log cabins tliere. They 
could never have envisioned the towns 
that would follow and the huge body of 
water that was non-existent then. 
But it has not been that long since the 
little school building that was built in 
1912 was converted in an effort to prove 
that reading is for everybody. When the 
new Olive Free Library becomes a re­ 
ality and the Dewey Decimal system 
finds a new home, one would hope that 
the (rid building could be moved and 
saved from the fate of its predecessor.

Just Look at What's Gone & Happened to Totem Poles 


The vanishing Indian art c»f 
totem pole carving 
is being 
revived — but not by Indians. 
J a p a n e s e 
workmen 
are 
responsible for most miniature 
totem 
poles 
now 
sold at 
souvenir 
counters 
in the 
American and Canadian North­ 
west, 
birthplace of the cen 
turies old craft. 
Some Indian-created poles can 
be found, but even these usually 
were fashioned on lathes, not 
by the traditional 
adze and 
knife. 
Northwest Indians once re­ 
garded towering, magnificently 
powerful totem poles as their 
Vacation s 
Over 
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most 
cherished 
possessions, 
the National Geographic Society 
tells 
Tempo. 
Modern, 
mass 
produced souvenir poles, how­ 
ever. 
hold 
little 
significance 
for today's Indians. 
Don't Carve Them. 
A traveler recently asked an 
Indian if his tribe still carves 
totems. The reply: "We don't 
carve them; we manufacture 
them .” 
Few 
full size 
totems 
arc 
carved anywhere, including the 
rugged 
Northwest country of 
British Columbia and Alaska, 
the 
traditional 
“totempolar 
region.” 
The 
Alaska 
State 
Council of the Arts, which tries 
to preserve examples of the art 
form, has counted fewer than 
50 genuine totem poles in that 
state. 
One of Canada's outstanding 
collections of poles is displayed 
in 
British 
Columbia’s 
Thun 
derbird Park in Victoria, many 
of the totems, however, are re­ 
creations carved in the last 
decade or so. 
The originals, created 
be­ 
tween 1850 and 1890, suffered a 
fate common to most poles: 
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They decayed from exposure to 
the damp climate. 
In the Golden Age of totem 
carving, the latter half of the 
19th century, owning a pole was 
like having one s name in the 
social register. The taller the 
pole, the greater the status. 
Chiefs of the Northwest tribes 
the 
Haida, 
Tsimshian, 
Tlingit. among others — strove 
to outdo each other by taking 
on new names and emblems, 
and 
then 
having 
these 
self- 
proclaimed honors carved on 
larger and larger totems. 
Hired artisans sometimes took 
two years to carve a totem 
from a cedar tree. The cost to 
the owner was enormous — 200 
blankets or more. 
Served Many Purposes. 
Totems 
generally 
recorded 
family lines, historical events, 
and native legends. 
Heraldic poles proclaimed the 
c h i e f ’ s 
social 
standing. 
Memorial 
poles 
honored 
the 
dead; mortuary poles, partially 
h o 11 o w e d 
out. 
held 
their 
remains. House poles supported 
the 
chief’s 
living 
quarters. 
Ridicule poles discredited rival 
c h i e f s 
w h o 
b e h a v e d 
dishonorable. 
Potlatch poles, the tallest of 
all. marked m ajor ritualistic or 
festive occasions. Some towered 
89 
feet, 
emblazoned 
with 
brightly painted figures of land 
animals, 
birds. 
fish. 
and 
perhaps the owner's image. 
The feverish scramble to keep 
ahead of the Joneses was costlv. 
Each new pole required a lavish 
cerem onial. 
unveiling 
— 
a 
pollatch — at which the owner 
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furnished food, entertainment, 
and gifts. The custom could 
impoverish a chief intent on 
retaining his social status. 
A totem told a story, and 
perhaps several.- 
The poles were designed to 
be "recognized.” not "read." 


The carved figures represent a 
series of memory devices which 
recall a story — but only for 
those already familiar with the 
tale. Thus, the messages con 
veyed 
by 
most 
totems 
died 
with the owners and their con­ 
temporaries. 
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Historic Sites 
Reopen Daily 


Visitors interested in touring 
the famed historic site that was 
the home of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, will find the FDR 
residence now open seven days 
a week, effective immediately. 
They will also be able to visit 
the nearby Vanderbilt Mansion 
any day in the week. 
Both historic sites at Hyde 
Park- are operated by the Na 
tional Park Service, a bureau 
of the U.S. Department of the 
Interior, as tourist attractions. 
The return to a full-time visit­ 
ing schedule brings an end to 
a recent part-time viewing a r­ 
rangement. 
Since December of last year, 
both buildings have been closed 
to visitors on 
Mondays 
and 
Tuesdays of each week due to 
a cutback in Federal operating 
funds. The s h o r t e n e d tour 
schedule had been put into ef­ 
fect in order to save funds for 
expenditures during the heavy 
travel season. 
With the winter months be 
hind, the FDR Home and Van­ 
derbilt Mansion have now been 
opened again on an every day 
basis in the knowledge that 
spring, sum m er and fall will 
bring more history lovers toj 
their doors, 
and the money 
saved during the off months 
will now be put to use to handle 
seasonal crowds.
